Dr. Humphrey sketched in 
brief outline llic provisions of the 
Declaration of Huninn RiKiUs, the 
Convcniinn on Human Rishts and 
the Recommendations on Imple- 
mentation wiiich the representa- 
tives of eighteen nations, incIudinK 
the five great power«. have drawn 
up for ratiflc.ition by the General 
As.sembly. Thi^. he liaid. was a 
clarion call to the con.<cicnco of 
the world. Makins the obvmu- 
comparisoii between the picscnt 
Declaration and the famous French 
Declaration of the Rights of Man. 
the KnsHsh Bill of Rights and the 
American Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. Dr. Humphrey pointed out 
that there had been cynics who 
iKoffcd at the time of the i.sMiitnce 
of those great pronouncemcnLs, but 
that there was no denying the pro- 
. found influence which they hud 
had on the thinking nnd acting of 
the people of the world since.

Humphrey is a keen-minded jurist 
of international repute, a former 
practicing lawyer and is. indeed, 
still a member of the Quebec Bar. 
Responsible not only for advisinj;

formation and the Press and 
other U.N. bodies, he also directs 
the activities of a large staff of 
fcrjrl.iries and stenographers, 
translalnrs and interpreter.':, law- 
yer."; and .■iocinlo;;i.s|.«.

\Ve<lne.sday'j Model Parliament all 
parties arc having one of their 
prominent politicians in the nation- 
al or provincial field lead them in 
the House. 

The C.C.F. club, who will form 
the government, are having Mr. J. 
Coldwell. the national leader of the 
C.C.F. party, as Prime Minister. 
Forming His Majesty's Loyal Op- 
position are the Liberals with Mr. 
Lesage, of Quebec City as their 
leader. Mr. Lesage represents the 
constituency of Montmagny-L'Islet 
in the Dominion House. The other 
tv.-o parties in opposition arc the 
Labor _ Progressive Party and the 
Progressive Conservative party. 
Mr. Guy Caron, the provincial 
leader of the L,.L.P., will head the 
Labor Progressives, while Mr. 
Donald M.- Fleming, member of 
Parliament for Toronto-Eglington, 
will lead the Progressive Conser- 
vatives. 

Dritiand Price Controls 
The Co-operative Commonwealth 
Fcdeiration, as the government, will 
introduce a resolution requiring 
the government to réimpose price 
controls, subsidies, and rationing, 
in order lo relieve the current 
hardships of the Canadian people 
and to prevent, inflation. The C.C.F. 
resolution also advocates the aboU< 
tioh of the Winnipeg Grain Ex- 
change. The Liberals will oppose 
this resolution outright, whereas 
the L.L.P. will introduce an 
amendment to have the price con- 
trols restored generally at 104G 
levels. 

These Model Parliaments are held, 
on the average, four times a year, 
each party talcing a turn at being 
the government^ and ' the official 

opposition. This Wednesday's Model 
Parliament is being held in aid of 
the International Students' Service. 

For this reason a twenty-five cents 
admission fee is being charged. As

The National Council of Student 
Veterans at a meeting in Ottawa 
last Friday laid before Hon. Milton 
Gregg. Dominion minister of 
veterans affairs the problems of 
!;tudent veterans attending school 
under the D.V.A. plan. 

The minister promised early con- 
sideration to the questions pre- 
sented to him by the N.C.S.V. five- 
man delegation speaking for 34,000 
veterans in training across Canada. 
The council told the minister that 
unless there was an increase in 
grants to student veterans many, 
particularly married students, 
would be pompcUed to discontinue 
their training because of the high 
cost of living. 

It was suggested to the delega- 
tion that some of the problems of 
the veterans could be cased by 
use of existing non-veteran loan 
benefits and the newly-established 
Services Benevolent Funds and that 
other difficulties could be solved 
under present D.V.A. regulations, 

Hon. Mitton Gregg was head of 
the University of- New Brunswick 
before Joining the Dominion cabinet 
and is therefore considered to be 
well acquainted with the difficul- 
ties which affront the student 
veteran.

Fellowships Offered 
By Radcliffe College 

Radcliffe Colleije offers a limilcd 
number of. fcllowsbips, .covering 
the tuition fee in whole or in. part, 
for the year 1948-49. 

This ten-month program Is sim- 
ilar lo that offered in previous 
years. It provides a basic (raining 
for 'young women ihtending to 
work in personnel departments 
and for those who' seek positions 
in other branches of administra- 
tion.

Hopes that students at UBC 
might be granted special fare co'n- 
cessions on Vancouver street cars 
and the UBC bus line were dashed 
icccntly by a statement from B.C. 
Electric officials to officers oX the 
Alma Mater Society of UBC. 

In a statement issued . by the- 
vicc-president, the company reject- 
ed proposals t'hat UBC students be 
granted high-school fare privileges 
or, alternatively, be granted trans- 
fer rights from city car lines to the 
university bu.s. 

The company was unable . to 
grant transfer rights, Mr. Arnott, 
the vice-president said, since the 
university bus line had never paid 
for itself since its inception In 1925. 

The three-cent student rate on 
the line was established at the re- 
quest of the provincial government 
when UBC moved to Point Grey, 
the statement said, and had re- 
mained In effect despite the in- 
crease in .material and labor costs 
since 1925. 

"It is an expensive type of serv- 
ice to operate because it requires 
a large fleet of buses to be avail- 
able to meet short peak conditions 
of travel," the BCBR .vice-president 
said. 

Although the company Was un- 
able to grant the requested conces- 
sions, Mr. Arnott said, the BCER 
"has every .sympathy for the uni- 
versity students in the low income 
brackets, and particularly the re- 
turned veterans." 

UBC Student Council president 
Grant Livingstone said the council 
would consider future possible ac- 
tion on the issue. 

"The B.C. Electric have failed ut- 
terly to concede any preferential 
privileges to university students, 
who are presently paying more 
than ordinary citizens for their 
dally transportation.

Miss Ivy M. Lawrence, Canadian 
born barristcr-in-law now living in 
Trinidad, British West Indies, has 
accepted a temporary appointment 
with the Department of Colonial 
Welfare and Development (o un- 
dertake a surv?y of labour legisla- 
tion in the BW.l. and has pro- 
ceeded to Barbados for that pur- 
pose. 

Miss Lawrence, who is a grad- 
uate of Arts of McGill University 
and a Bachelo' of Law.<! of Tor- 
onto University, was called to the 
Bar In London, England in June 
of last year. She was admitted to 
the Trinidadian Bar in October, 
and has since been practising in 
San Fernando, where her brother, 
Mr. Keith A. Lawrence, also a 
graduate of McGill University, is 
Acting Town Eapineer. 

Miss Lawrenre will conduct a 
survey of labour legislation in the 
West Indies, and also of social legis- 
lation, insofar a^- it touches indus- 
trial legislation. The object of the 
survey is uniformity of legislation 
on the subject end the introduc- 
tii>n of a Labour Code for the Brit- 
ish West Indies. 

In carrying out the survey. Miss 
L.iwrencc will be able to draw on 
training and experienre gained on 
the editorial sidr of a number of 
publications in Canada. She was 
for some time editor of the "Dom- 
inion Reporter Service" a current 
case reporting service, and the 
"Succession Duties Reporter", both 
publications of j leading Canadian 
lc:;al publishing house she was an 
assisting editor in the compilation 
of a Canadian L.ibour Law Service 
then in the course of publication. 

Miss Lawrence will be remembr- 
cd in local University circles as a 
public speaker and debater of note. 
On the termination of her present 
appointment with the W.I. Develop- 
ment and Welfare, she intends to 
resume her practice in Trinidad.

MacLiammoir Actor Playwright

T was most fortunate in being able to see 
"Wlipre SUrs Walk." an Irish drama by Michael 
MacLiammair, last Saturday aflernoon. it was a 
delightful play, delightfully portrayed, and I en- 
joyed every moment of it. 

I entered the theatre with some trepidation — 
my uncle had invited mc, and 1 had my misgivings 
about listening to a heavy Irish brogue all afternoon. 
However, I was pleasantly surprised as soon as 
the curtain went up. The only difference between 
the Irish pronunciation of English and ours is that 
they speak softly, with a slightly-rolled "r" and a 
lovely, Hltlns "I", which Is very musical. 

To my further delight, I presently discovered 
that I was not only enjoying the players, but alio 
the play. I was at first misled by the term "comedy", 
which I thought was strictly humor, but later I 
realized it is applied to any play ending on a 
happy note. 

The intriguing part of this drama wa."! the 
thread of mysticism running IhrouRh il. It begins 
when Martin, excellently played by the author him- 
iclf, enters the service of Miss Sheridan, an actress. 
A series of strange things occur, climaxing when 
Martin tries to tell Eileen, the maid, about life 
where stars walk, Finally the light breaks through 
to 'her, and he leads her out of the window to the 
other life. Miss Sheridan looks out then, and sees 
two while swans in the sky. 

The story closes on that uncertain nole, leav- 



By far the most noteworthy fea- 
ture of this film is the very lovely 

technicolor. In comparison with 
many many recent colour films this 
is a Rowland Hilder landscape 
shewn beside a Gauguin.

Saturday night's audience at the 
Plateau Auditorium looked eager, 
even the businessmen who usually 
v/cnr that "My wife dragged mc 
here" looked seemed anxious for 
the cortcert's start.

The programme was varied with 
music ranging from Palcstrina to 
nodgcrs being offered. In the first 
part of the programme there was 
an effectively done Echo Song, 
three members of the choir per- 
fectly echoing the rest of the 
group from offstage. Glicrc's ever 
popular Russian Sailor's dance 
was sung impressively to end this 
section of the concert.

There is a good con- 
trast ticiween the English and the Irish when an 
English reporter comes to interview Miss Sheridan 
and her friends^ a group of actors. He is the typical 
Englishman — "I say, old man", and so on — and 
his misconducted ideas of the Emerald Isle' are 
extremely funny and cause a great deal of excite- 
ment. 

All in all, I am certainly glad I saw "Wlierc 
Stars Walk''. It was refreshingly different, and is 
the type of play I shall remember and wonder aboAt 
for a long time.

Canada^s Schools 
For Technical 
Training Expand 

In Canada before the First World 
War there were few technical 
schools. In 1019 the federal Gov- 
ernment to fo.ster technical train- 
ing made a grant of $10,000 to the 
provinces with which schools were 
to be set up. But the outbreak of 
the Second World War revealed 
that the technical training facil- 
ities were quite inadequate for 
Canadian youth. In 1940 a War 
Emergency Training program was 
set up and schools organized 
throughout the country. At the 
end or the war the government 
also provided for vocational train' 
inc with linnncial grants. 

I'hc majority of technical schools 
are' municipally owned except In 
Quebec where they are provincial- 
ly owned. Tliey are maintained by 
subsidies from the federal and 
provincial governments and by 
municipal taxes levied from pro- 
perly. In most schools shop facil- 
itities are provided (or the follow- 
ing QccupatIoi)s: building trades, 
motor mechanics, machine shop, 
welding, sheet metal, radio, elec- 
tricity. A number of vocational 
schools provide for dressmaking, 
cooking etc. 

There are numerolis signs of an 
expansion of facilities for technical 
training, but growth is hampered 
by a lack of building materials. 
However, plans are being made for 
the erection of schools in the 
major citiek of the Dominion. Tech- 
nical education Is beginning to be 
no longer looked upon as a "poor 
relation" of the educational family.

Dr. Thcodor Roscbtiry of Colum- 
bia University will speak on the 
topic "Bacterial Warfare and the 
Problem of Peace" in the 'Audi- 
torum of the Montreal High School, 
tomorrow at 8.1.5, 

In announcing this lecture the 
Canadian Association of Scientific 
Workers claim that although the 
menace o( Bacterial warfare is as 
great or perhaps even greater thon 
that of atomic warfare it has rc> 
ccivcd very little publicity and as 
a result the general public is ignor- 
ant of its implications. 

Dr. Roscbury is an acknowledged 
authority in the field of Bacterial 
warfare. He presented, along with 
Dr. E. A. Kabat. the officinl Bac- 
terial Warfare report to the United 
Mations last summer. , 

Dr. Roscbury was born. in Lon- 
don, England and after receiving 
a D.D.S. degree at the University 
nf Pennsylvanis in 102fl. he became 
a WiUiam J. Gics 'Fellow in Bio- 
chemistry at Columbia University. 
In 1030. he held the position of 
Instructor in Bacteriology at the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons. 
Columbia, later becoming Assistant 
Professor at the University. He is 
at present Chairman of the New 
York Branch of the American 
Association of Scientific Workers.

He tlicn 
spent a short part of his address 
In discussing the provisions for 
the enforcement of the Conven- 
tion; the 'tcelii" of the treaty, as 
he called them. 

Queiiiion Period 

During the question period which 
followed. Professor Cohen, Dr. 
Humphrey's successor in the chair 
of International Law at McGill. ob- 
served that, although to be estab- 
lished by a treaty, the provision.s 
were more than what was connoted 
by "international" law; rather was 
this "world'' law In that it reached 
down to the protection of individ- 
ual human beings within the state. 

Dr. Humphrey concluded his ad- 
drc.s.s with a reproof of the world 
pre.s.'î. a reproof which he made 
more in sorrow than in anccr. One 
iniqht almost suppose a conspiracy 
1(1 publicize only the difficulties 
and occasions of lack of success in 
the U.N., and to suppress account 
of the very real and effective ac- 
complishments which were being 
made by the Organization. 

Dr. Humphrey wa.s introduced by 
Theodore Blocklcy, a past president 
of the International Relations Club. 
He was thanked by Andre Forget, 
this year's president, who was the 
chairman of the meeting. 



A former professor of mechani- 
cal engineering at McGill, who has 

had an outstanding c; rcer in the 
pulp and paper industry, returns

in tlie lecture theatre of the Cliem- 
istry building, at 5.00 o'clock. 

In his lecture, entitled "McGill 
Univer.<ity Engineering Graduates 
in the Paper Indu.stry", Professor 
Keay will develop several ea.se hi.s- 
torie.s of craduates who have 
achieved .sncccs.s in Canadian paper 
mills. K5tabli;;hing a parallel with 
present post-war conditions, he has 
.selected a number of examples of 
graduates who. took employment in 
the industry following World War 
I, and who have reached key pasi- 
tioiw with leading companies, Mr. 
Keay will outline the background 
which eradnates should possess in 
order to make good if they select 
pulp and paper as a career, as well 
as many of the factors which may 
influence their chances of promo- 
tion to more important jobs. 

Prof. Kcay's lecture is of special 
interest to engineering students 
.-ince, ill addition to career de- 
velopment, it will briefly describe 
the nature of the work and the 
various processes carried out un- 
der the supervision of the gnidu*

He came to McGill in inoii as 
assistant professor in mechanical 
cngineerinK. and was made pro- 
fessor of railway mechanical en- 
gineering, in lOOR. a position which 
he held until 1017 when he was
